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Clinton Opens Synod-Wide Fund Drive 


AS hometown Clinton points toward providing Presbyterian College with a $300,000 women’s dormitory, 
Presbyterians in other areas of South Carolina prepare for their part in PC’s $1,800,000 financial cam- 
paign. 

Clinton kicked off its community-wide drive with enthusiasm in early March. The remainder of the 
synod, now forming into a giant church-by-church organization, will follow with a simultaneous cam- 
-paign immediately after Easter. It is scheduled for completion by the end of May, with enough subscrip- 
tions to provide PC with a new $500,000 science hall, a $300,060 dining hall and $700,000 for “endowment 
increases—in addition to the college’s first women’s dormitory. 

Although this campaign represents the largest fund-raising effort in PC history, the widespread ac- 
ceptance of the program among the ministers and laymen throughout South Carolina gives every indication 
of success. Key leadership roles have been accepted by top personnel at all levels of the organization, 
and all planning sessions have been well-attended. 

Heading the synod campaign for Presbyterian College are: Dr. I. M. Bagnal, pastor of the Bennetts- 
ville First Church, executive committee chairman; the Rev. Arthur Martin, synod moderator, committee 
secretary; Dr. John McSween, prominent retired minister and former PC president, honorary campaign 
chairman; Dr. Mare C. Weersing, pastor of the Spartanburg First Church, ministerial chairman; Robert 
M. Vance, Clinton banker-industrialist, lay chairman; and Mrs. W. Rex Josey of Manning, newly elected 
head of the General Assembly’s Board of Women’s Work, who serves as women’s chairman. 

A synod convocation, held on March 23 in PC’s Belk Auditorium, focused attention upon the campaign. 
Keynoting this occasion were: Dr. C. Darby Fulton, PC alumnus and recently retired executive secretary of 
the Board of World Missions; and Dr. Fred Poag, pastor of New Orleans’ St. Charles Avenue Church. Eight 
presbytery rallies will follow in rapid succession be- 
tween March 27 and April 13, and April 29 will be 
“Presbyterian College Sunday” in churches through- 
out the synod.

Synod Meet Ti ops Full Summer Slate at PC 


THE Synod of South Carolina will hold its 1962 

stated meeting at Presbyterian College on June 
5-6 as the highlight of the summer conference sea- 
son which is expected to attract approximately 1,000 
persons to the PC campus. 

Synod leaders will start assembling on June 4, 
the day after commencement, for the Pre-Synod 
Workshop on Evangelism under the Rey. Warren 
Wardlaw of North Charleston. Moderator Arthur 
Martin of Columbia will convene some 275 repre- 
sentatives in air-conditioned Belk Auditorium for 
the two-day synod meeting. 

After a secular interlude—when the Industrial 
Management Workshop of the South Carolina State 
Chamber of Commerce will again bring some 240 
persons here for its June 7-8 program—Presbyterian 
young people will stage their usual Senior Leader- 


ship Conference. They’ll come 140 strong for the 
June 11-15 conference under the direction of the 
Rev. Sam Lipsey. 

The women of South Carolina then will arrive 
for their regular session at Presbyterian College on 
June 18-23. It’s the 15th annual Synodical Training 
School. An estimated 175 resident women and scores 
of commuters are expected to attend this school, 
with Mrs. George Sheppard of Laurens serving as 
dean. 

And in July, Dr. Ted Jones of Columbia will 
hold two seminars here for the purpose of explain- 
ing the change to the “Covenant Life” curriculum 
in Presbyterian Sunday schools. One session on July 
9-11 and another on July 23-25 are expected to at- 
tract some 70 representatives each from the church- 
es of upper-South Carolina. 


Philips, Gambrell to Speak 
On Commencement Program 


Four honorary and 97 baccalaureate degrees 
will be awarded at PC’s 81st graduation exercises 


Presbyterian College will award three honorary 

doctor of divinity degrees and one honorary doc- 
tor of laws at its 81st commencement exercises on 
June 3. Two of the men will participate in the pro- 
gram as featured speakers of the occasion. 

The PC board of trustees recently selected these 
four Presbyterian leaders for honorary degrees: 
Doctor of divinity—the Reverends Joseph Wither- 
spoon Dunlap of Darlington, S. C., Joseph Walker 
Everett of Rock Hill, S. C., and James Davison 
Philips of Decatur, Ga; doctor of laws—Charles 
Glenn Gambrell of New York City. 

Dr. Philips, pastor of the Decatur First Presby- 
terian Church, will preach the baccalaureate ser- 
mon on the morning of June 3. That afternoon, the 
Sunday program will close with the commencement 
address delivered by Banker Gambrell to some 97 
graduating seniors. 

Commencement weekend is scheduled to get 
underway on Saturday, June 2, with former Pres- 
byterian College students returning to the campus 
for the annual Alumni Reunion activities. 

Dr. Philips, a former Presbyterian College 
trustee and presently on the Agnes Scott board, has 
been pastor of the Decatur First Presbyterian 
Church since 1954. Earlier, he served the Thomas- 
ville (Ga.) First Church for four years after three 
years as assistant pastor of the Atlanta First Church. 
An honor graduate of Hampden Sydney College in 
1940 and of Columbia Theological Seminary, he re- 
ceived his PhD from the University of Edinburgh. 
He spent three years as a US Navy chaplain during 
World War II. This Tallahassee, Fla., native was 
named moderator of the Synod of Georgia in 1961 
and currently serves as chairman of the powerful 
Synod’s Council. 

Gambrell is a native of Belton, S. C., who holds 
the position of vice-president of the Irving Trust 
Company of New York. He has been with this organ- 
ization since 1925, rising from clerk to his present of- 
fice which he assumed in 1946. He is an active 
Presbyterian lay leader and, through his interest 
in education, serves as a trustee of Converse Col- 
lege and the Edgar Tufts Memorial Association. A 
graduate of Furman University and the Harvard 
Graduate School of Business Administration, Gam- 
brell spent three years as a US Air Force officer 
during World War II. 

Dunlap, an alumnus of Presbyterian College, has 
served as pastor of the Darlington First Presbyterian

Church for the past seven years. Prior to going to 
Darlington in 1955, he spent nine years (1946-55) in 
the pulpit of Fountain City (Tenn.) Presbyterian 
Church. He earlier served churches at Ahoskie, N. 
C., and LaFollette, Tenn. A native of Rock Hili, 
Dunlap received his BA degree from PC in 1929 
and his BD from Union Theological Seminary in 
Richmond in 1934 after two years of teaching prior 
to entering the seminary. 

Everett has been pastor of the Rock Hill First 
Church since 1957. He assumed this position after 
four years as minister to Atlanta’s First Associate 
Reformed Presbyterian Church. A native of Spar- 
tanburg, Everett attended Clemson, the University 
of South Carolina and Erskine Theological Semin- 
ary. Prior to four years’ service in World War II, he 
worked for the US Department of Agriculture as 
county administrative officer and agriculture ad- 
justment administrator. Before entering the minis- 
try, he also taught economics and accounting at the 
University of South Carolina, Lander College and 
Erskine. He is now a trustee of Queens College. 


Summer School Begins June 12 


The first session of Presbyterian College’s 11- 
week summer school will begin on June 12, Aca- 
demic Dean George C. Bellingrath has announced. 

He said a maximum of 12 hours’ credit may be 
earned by attending both sessions or six hours for 
either one of the two terms. The second term will 
start on July 19 and extend through August 25.

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Another Giving Record 


Annual giving set another new record at Presby- 
terian College in 1961, with $65,254.75 contributed 
to this program. 

A total of 1,180 alumni and friends participated 
in the project designed to supplement the funds re- 
quired for current operating expenses of the College. 

The records show 28 percent alumni participa- — 
tion as 601 former students gave $39,492.36 for an 
average gift of $49.30. Rounding out the figures, 340 
friends donated $20,578.37, and 39 non-alumni par- 
ents of students presently attending PC added 
$5,194.02. 

All of these figures represent substantial in- 
creases over the 1960 totals which found 1,122 con- 
tributors giving $53,200.91. The 1961 effort marked 
the third straight year of new records on the an- 
nual giving front. 

A further breakdown of last year’s results dis- 
closes these facts: the Living Endowment phase 
totaled $43,318.65, with $4,257 of this earmarked for 
the Walter Johnson Club. Gifts made directly to 
the Johnson Club came to $21,936.10, so that the 
overall total for this organization at the close of 
1961 stood at $26,193.10. 

The importance of this program to the opera- 
tion of Presbyterian College is emphasized by the 
consideration that $65,254.75 is the equivalent of an- 
nual return on an investment of more than $1,300,000, 
figured at 5 percent. 
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
